Therefore, the software module would be wintin the 
server. 

In reponse to B, Applicant's argument that the Modeste reference doesn't include "one" software module also includes a second 
mechanism for accessing a real-time operating system . Examiner point out the communicate with the automation function through 
controller board, which runs the real time operting system and a graphical user interface residing on the web server that communicates 
with the gateway (C-GUI) and provides for the automation functionality of automation controller. 
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
